General Registrar of Births, &c., Offices, 
Adelaide, March 11, 1878. 

Sir—I have the honor to submit the following Report and 
Returns of Births, Deaths, and Marriages that have been 
registered in the year ended 3lst December, 1877. 

The population of the whole Province on the 1st day of 
January, 1877, was estimated at 225,677, and on 30th June 
at 230,929 ; the increase for the half-year, arising from excess 
of births over deaths, and of immigration over emigration, 
being 5,252 (vide Government Gazette, page 324). During 
the six months from July 1st to December 31st, from excess 
of births over deaths, and of immigration over emigration, 
the increase is calculated at 5,935. This gives the increase 
for the whole year 11,187. ‘The estimate for the latter half 
of the year is based on the records of the office and the 
weekly returns of immigration and emigration, which are 
published in the Gazette. The population of the Province 
is estimated at 236,864 (males, 123,392; females, 113,472) 
on the 31st December, 1877. 

The number of births registered was 8,640. This is the 
highest number ever recorded in one year; exceeding that 
of 1876, which had been regarded high beyond precedent, by 
416. 

The birth-rate to 1,000 of the population, is 837-41. In the 
last report received from the Registrar-General of England 
the birth-rate for England and Wales is given as 36-2 per 
1,000 of the population, which is considered unusually high. 
According to the census of 1876, the number of women 
between the ages of 15 and 45 years amounted to 45,913. 
The birth-rate relative to this number is 18-8 for every one 
hundred. 

The birth-rate for the City of Adelaide is 36-9, and beyond 
the limits of the City, including the suburban and country 
districts, 37-60. 

There were 4,382 males and 4,258 females born, giving 
124 an excess of males. The proportion of males to 100 
females is about 103. 

The number and rate to the total births registered in each 
quarter are thus stated; in the September quarter, 2,373, or 
27°5 per cent. ; in the June, 2,182, or 25 2; in the December, 
2,107, or 24:3; in the March, 1,978, or 22°10. 

The deaths amounted to 3,235. and are less than those 
eases in the three immediately preceding years respec- 
tively. 

The rate.of mortality for the whole Province was 14:00 
per 1,900 of the population. In only three of ten years 
from 1868 has the rate been less; in 1869, when it reached 
127545 im 1871, 12:95; in 1873, 13°68. 

The deaths in the City of Adelaide numbered 851. In 
this number are included deaths of persons in the Hospital 
whose usual residence had not been in Adelaide. These are 
reckoned at 122. If the whole number of deaths be taken 
into account, the death-rate per thousand of the population 
for the City is 26-95; if the non-residents in Adelaide, 
whose deaths occurred in the Hospital be excluded, the 
rate is 23°09. 

If to the census population of 1876, to which throughout 
the death-rate has had reference—the annual average increase 
of population in the five years from 1871 to 1876 be added— 
the death-rate will be further lessened. The increase to the 
population during the period from March, 1876, the date of 
the census, to June 30, 1877, when the death-rate has to be 
determined, is 1,091; raising the city population to 32,664, 
and affording a death-rate of 22°31. 


| Beyond the city, and within a radius of eight miles, the 

population of the towns and districts is estimated at about 
41,000. Within such limit the registered deaths were 657, 
and the rate per 1,000 was 16:02. 

Of the deaths throughout the provinces—3,235—those of 
males amounted to 1,740; of females, 1,495. For each 1C0 
deaths of females, 116 deaths of males took place. Relatively, 
to 1,000 of the population the rate of deaths of males is 
14:48; of females, 13°49.

one year of age, 1,212, the proportion of deaths to every 
hundred births is 14:0. 

The deaths in each quarter, arranged according to larger 
or lesser numbers, are thus expressed : —In the first quarter, 
1,030; in the second quarter, 874: in the fourth quarter, 
789; in the third quarter, 592. The numbers in the first 
quarter are above the average of the preceding years from 
1868 by 218; the second quarter is precisely equal to the 
average; the fourth quarter 50 below; and the third 31. 

The death-rate per 1,000 of the mean population for each

From the above it would appear that in this year the 
greatest mortality prevailed in the March quarter, the least 
in the September. In 1876, the greatest was in September, 
which is the only instance of such occurring in the ten years 
from 1868.

In the years 1874, 1875, and 1876, the rate of deaths from 
zymotic to 100 of specified causes was 30°96, 31°28, and 
25°38. 

The rate to 1,000 of the population under the respective 
classes is—zymotic, 3°16; constitutional, 1°88; local, 5:85 ; 
developmental, 2°85. 

Deaths from miasmatic diseases amounted to 656, and are 
more numerous than any other order throughout. There is 
noticeable in the returns of the present year the absence of 
any epidemic. The total number ascribed to scarlatina—the 
last disease which appeared as an epidemic—was 71. In 
the preceding year, 1875 and 1873, deaths from this cause 
reached 484 and 244 respectively. No one month, however, 
was entirely free from mortality from this disease. Thirty- 
two deaths occurred in the District of Adelaide. The rest 
were distributed in small numbers throughout the country 
districts. 

Deaths from typhoid fever numbered 84, of which 16 only 
occurred in the Adelaide district. 


The most formidable cause of deaths in this order was 
diarrhoea, to which is attributed 266. This disease prevailed 
principally in the months from January to April, and in 
December; the aggregate deaths for these specified times 
being 219. For the remainder of the year the fatal results 
were but 47. No death from diarrhcea took place in the 
month of August. 

Deaths from cancer reached the high number of 72, 
which, however, is less by 5 than in the preceding year. 

Deaths registered from phthisis were 203, less by 23 than 
in 1876. No great difference in the numbers of such is 
apparent in any one month. 

There were 147 deaths from convulsions—the larger 
number occurring in the former half of the year—and 108 
from brain disease. 

Heart disease, 164, varies from 7 to 22 in any one month. 

Bronchitis has not been so fatal during the present year 
as in 1876, and shows a decrease of 115. 

Atrophy, more fatal in this year than in 1876, has assigned 
to it 836 deaths, the largest number resulting from any one 
cause. 

In the City of Adelaide the most numerous deaths arose 
from atrophy and debility, which reached 81. A total of 59 
occurred in January, February, March, April, and December 
together; the remainder are referred to the other months, 
and range from 5 to 2 in any one month. Registered under 
phthisis are 73 deaths; 10, the highest in one month, took 
place in February; 3, the lowest, in August and December 
respectively. There were 55 deaths from diarrhoea; 16 in 
January, 9 in February, 11 in March, and 8 in December. 
In each of the months, September and November, there 
were 2 deaths; in June, 3; in April, 4; and not any in 
May, July, August, and October. The mortality from 
typhoid fever was 7. Scarlatina numbered 26. 

In 1876, a table was published, showing the number of 
deaths which had occurred in the Province, arranged in the 
order of their fatality. Some few of the causes followed by 
the most fatal effects are given, for comparison, between last 
year and the present.

From an inspection of the above, it will be seen that, 
with the exception of atrophy, debility, old age, and typhoid 
fever, the causes of death have changed their position as 
decided by number, and given a distinctive character to the 
years. In England, in the reports of the Registrar-General 
for 1873 and 1874, a similar arrangement is given. In both 
years, according to numerical order, appear side by side, 
bronchitis, phthisis, atrophy, and debility, old age, heart 
disease, convulsions, pneumonia. ‘The first change appears 
where for diarrhoea and scarlet fever in the former years, 
scarlatina and diarrhcea are substituted in the latter. 

The marriages celebrated in the ‘year numbered 2,002. 
This.is the largest number of marriages in the ten years 
from 1868 to 1877. Those of 1876 are exceeded by 150. 
The annual increase in each of the five years from 1872 to 
1876 is thus given: —201, 49, 77, 164, and 150. 

The rate of marriages to 1,000 of the population is 8°67.

Most of the marriages were celebrated between bachelors 
and spinsters, and numbered 1,706; the percentage to the 
whole number being 85°22. Those between widowers and 
spinsters, the next most numerous, were 134, or 6°70 per 
cent. ; between bachelors and widows, 84, or 4:26 per cent. ; 
and between widowers and widows, 78, or 3°88 per cent. 

There were two marriages of girls, the age of each of 
whom was stated at 14 years. The most advanced age at 
which marriage was celebrated was that of a man of 79 years
